separately by the bouse and sen­ 
ate until the debenture section 
was eliminated from 
the discus­ 
sions. 
Senate members of the 
comittee insisted that the house In 
some way 
express itself 
on the 
plan and suggested that it might 
as well be done by a vote on a 
proposal to include it in the tariff 
bill. 
W ant Honse Expression 


This, the adnate conferees ar­ 
gued. would 
satisfy demands of 
the senate and also circumvent 
the contention of the house that 
it should be the first to propose 
debentures because 
that branch 
views it as revenue raising legis­ 
lation. 
By proposing deben*ures 
as a part of the tariff bill. rather 
than vote on them as part of the 
farm relief measure, senate com­ 
mitteemen pointed out .the consti­ 
tutional objections

TO ACT ON BUILDING 
LEGISLATION 
SHORTLY

lansing. May 22 (ZP)—Governoi 
Green today lopped $l,4U4,000 from 
the administration budget bill and 
in its reduced form approved tho 
legislative measure. 
The change* made by tho execu­ 
tive predicate a state tax in tho 
neighborhood of $25,000,000 a year 
for maintenance and operation pur­ 
pose* alone. 
As un offset the 
governor 
be­ 
lieves the malt and cigaret taxes 
enacted by the legislature will pro­ 
duce 
$1,000,000 
annually. 
This 
would allow a general property tax 
for these purposes of $21,000,000 a 
year. To this figure must be added 
whatever amounts the governor ap­ 
proves for a building program. 


Face Record Tax. 


The legislature enacted a build­ 
ing appropriation bill calling for 
more than $8,500,000 next year and 
more than $7,000,000 the year fol­ 
lowing. 
If these amounts .ire ac­ 
cepted by the governor the state 
property tax would amount to $27.- 
500.000 next year and approximate­ 
ly $28,000,000 the following year, 
even if tile cigaret and malt levies 
produce the $4,000,000 estimated by 
the governor. 
Opponent* of the 
special taxes contend their yield 
will lie meagre perhaps not more 
than 
$2,000,000 
a year, 
lf this 
should prove correct and all build­ 
ing proposal* he 
approved, 
tile 
property tax would hover around 
the $30,000,000 mark. 
Tho governor, in acting on »•*- 
prOpriatmu bill!*, ba* the

N ahm a, Mich., May 22.— (Spe­ 
c ia l)— To readers of the Escana­ 
ba Daily Pres* who are unfam il­ 
iar with logging' operations as

N orthern railroad, a description 
of this w ork may be of Interest. 
This railroad has 30 m iles of 
m ain 
track 
intersecting 
with 
th e Soc Dine a t Nahma Junction, 
fo ur miles north of Nahm a, while 
“ from there to its term inal point 
th e re are many 
miles 
of 
spur 
tracks projecting into the tim ber. 
A long th e m ain line, there are 
m any Jobbers engaged In logging, 
aside from the Bay de Noc Lum ­ 
ber companies cam ps 
of 
which 
th e re are three in num ber and 
when in full operation employ 
m ore than two hundred men. 
Most of the cam ps run sum ­ 
m er and w inter as much tim ber 
is required to operate the m ill at 
Nahm a th e year round. At these 
camps, a system of logging quite 
different th an th a t in m ost camps, 
Is employed. 
T he m an in charge 
of sw am ping directs th e work of 
clearing a place w here th e logs 
are to be loaded and no skids are 
used as th e logs are loaded on 
cars aa fast as they are abidden 
in.

forum dinner In Escanaba. 
The 
great crowd, which packed the din­ 
ing rooms of the Ludington hotel, 
greeted the two law-makers tum ult­ 
uously. providing evidence at every 
stage of the lively program that 
the splendid services of the two 
law m akers 
was 
appreciated 
by 
those whose votes had helped to 
send them to Lansing. 
R. E? Cheney, representing the 
public schools; J. P. Cameron, of 
Nahma, for the county board; G. G. 
Genlesse for the city of Escanaba, 
and G. N. H arder for th e Upper 
Peninsula Development B u r e a u , 
paid tribute to the w ork of the 
legislators a t the last seeaion. 
Mr. 
Cheney, 
discussing 
the 
T urner bill, which will give $27,000 
in additional slate aid to the city 
of Escanaba each year, pointed out 
that $37,000 on the basis of the 
present school tax rate, would pro­ 
vide as much 
revenue 
tor 
the 
schools as a factory with an as­ 
sessed valuation of $2,100,000. 
“It 
is about ten dollars for each child 
in school in Escanaba and about1 
MOO for each classroom in the 
city,” Mr. Cheney said.
